AUDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNIS OF THE 

UNIVERSITY OF DELHI FOR THE YEAR 1986-87 

1. Introductory 

The Univci-sily of Delhi was established in May, 1922 
mumly to provide for instructions and research in several 
branches of learning, and to award degrees and for that 
purposes, to establish and maintain Colleges Halls, aud 
ijistitutions. Fhe University is financed mainly by grants from 
the University Grants Commission (UGC). During the year 
1986-87, the University received Rs. 2178,30 lakhs as grant 
i.e. Rs. 1867.93 lakhs us Non-plan, Rs. 237.59 lakhs as Plan 
and Rs. 72.78 lakhs on Miscellaneous accounts. 

The Annual accounts of the University for the year 1986- 
87 comprise of Abstracts of Receipts and Payments of the 
Um’versity anil its Press, income and Expenditure Accounts 
of the University, profit and los.s Account of its Press and 
the Balance sheets ns on 31-3-1987 of the University and its 


■|tie value of assets in the Balance sheet as on 31-3-1987 
was not veriJinbIc .as the University had neither mainta^cd 
the centralised assets Register in proper form (GFR-19) nor 
it agreed wilh the total of their values in the Sock-Registcrs 
maintained in the 62 departments of the University. 

The Depailniental Stock-Registers also did not contain 
progressive total cost of the assets entered therein. The details 
of all lands and buildings which were required to be entered 
in the properly Register maintained in the Estate Section of 
the University, were not exhibited in the Register. Total cost 
of all Land and Buildings entered in the Registers worked 
out to Rs. 71.94 lakhs and Rs. 984,71 lakhs respectively as 
against Rs. 76.70 lakhs and 1136.78 lakhs appearing in the' 
Balance sheet. The total value of each Land and Building 
of the University was also not got confirmetl from the Engi¬ 
neering Section of the University. The value of assets shown 
in the accounts could not therefore bo treated as authentic. 

2.3 Other Deposit Accounts 

A sum of Rs. 12.93 lakhs was shown on the liability side 
of the Balance sheet as on 31-3-1987 under the head ‘other 
ITeposit Accounts’. The amount represented the net effect of 
the transactions relafing to the deductions from salary bills, 
deposits, grants from other bodies/schemes aud other deposits
